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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Landaff: 

Since the school report of last year, two changes 
have occurred in the teaching staff of your schools. 
Miss Simpson was reelected to her position in the Cen- 
ter school at the close of the school year and Mrs. 
Gertrude Simonds to the position at the Blue school. 
Miss Sherman declined reelection to complete her 
training at Plymouth Normal School, and Miss Irene 
B elanger was elected to teach the Ireland school. At 
the beginning of the school year Mrs. Simonds was 
obliged to give up her position because of illness and 
Miss Doris Kelso was secured. These teachers are all 
doing good work. 


The Ireland school now has a membership of seven 
pupils. The wisdom of maintaining this school an- 
other year with a membership so small as the present 
is doubtful. None of the pupils live much more than 
a mile from the Center school. It is probable that 
considerable saving to the district ;could be effected 
by closing the Ireland school, even if transportation 
were provided during the winter term. 

The statistical report shows that 67 pupils were en- 
rolled in your schools last year. The average attend- 
ance was 53 and the per cent of attendance was 92.88. 
This per cent is somewhat lower than the average for 
all of the schools in the state. Parents should ear- 
nestly cooperate with teachers to have their children 
in school every day when health permits. This report 
also shows that your schools were actually in session 
176 days. The State Department of Education is urg- 
ing superintendents to seek 180 school days for all 
schools. 

The treasurer’s report shows that the district had a 
balance at the close of the last school year of $1,- 
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451.90. This year will close with a balance of aproxi- 
mately $1,000.00. The present balance, known re- 
ceipts and probable expenditures to complete the 
present school year are shown on page 4. The bud- 
get for the next school year has been made with the 
expectation that the three schools now in session will 
be continued. The balance on June 30 and the receipts 
other than the amount raised by taxation have been 
estimated as carefully as possible at this time. These 
figures lead the school board to believe that an ap- 
propriation of $4,500 will be sufficient this year. This 
amount is nearly $500 less than was appropriated last 
year. It has been the custom in your district to carry 
over a fairly large balance each year. The cost of 
other governmental units, now makes the gradual re- 
duction of this balance seem a wise policy. 


No extensive repairs :in the school buildings have 
been made thus far this year. The school board be- 
lieves that the Scotland building should be shingled 
very soon if the building is to be preserved. The item 
of $100 estimated for repairs during the present year 
is largely for that purpose. New stoves have been 
placed in the Center and Blue schools. A new chim- 
ney is needed at the Blue school. The interior of all 
three of the buildings now in use should be painted. 
The budget item of $300 for the next school year is 
probably not:too much to complete the desired im- 
provements in your school buildings. I believe that 
the school board should investigate the advisability of . 
installing chemical toilets in the Center and Blue 
schools if these buildings are to be in use for many 
more years. Chemical toilets are being quite widely 
used in rural school buildings and are proving suc- 
cessful as aids to sanitation and health. The) esti- 
mated cost of installation is not in excess of $300 for 
each school. 
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Again, I wish to thank you for a very pleasant year. 
Your interest and cooperation in all school matters 
have been very helpful.
